Labeled Political Herring

'I'" I hi- Editor
As a former staff writrr 

for the l/ts Angeles Exam­ 
iner. Columbia Broadcast­ 
ing System and the Copley 
Newspapers prior to my 
ten years' experience as 
chief deputy to the Hon 
Burton W Chaee. Super 
visor, Fourth District. 
County of Ixis Angeles I 
have, over the years, ob­ 
served a number of hap­ 
less minor municipal offi­ 
cials fall dupp to some 
zealous campaign commit­ 
tee by signing a letter In 
the editor without first 
checking the facts.

Such letters, which flow 
in great volume across an 
editor's drsk in Hie course 
nf political campaigns, are 
designed to affect the 
opinion of the unsophisti­ 
cated reader either for or 
against an incumbent or 
political candidate without 
the necessity of paying for 
» political advertisement. 
Most discerning editors 
read such letters with 
painstaking care with an 
eye to the laws of defama­ 
tion and libel and the "red 
herrings." as they are 
known in the trade, usual­ 
ly are deposited un-cerr- 
momously In the waste pa­ 
per basket where they 
merely add to the solid 
waste problem

Today's readers, how­ 
ever, are far more alert 
and will recognize that 
these poison pen missiles 
are usually prepared by 
professionals for the sig­ 
nature of some believing 
and unsuspecting local of­ 
ficial . and they follow 
a traditional pattern or for­ 
mat.

The first ingredient is 
a series of seemingly con- 
netted dates and docu­ 
ments which are correctly 
annotated to give the let­ 
ter to the Editor credulity 
and an aura of authenti­ 
city. This, however, it us­ 
ually the author's last at­ 
tempt at accuracy. The typ­ 
ical "red herring" then 
proceeds to take prosaic 
license by weaving a pat 
tern of lies, half truths 
and quotations out of con­ 
text. The "build-up." as it 
is known, is alwavs fol­ 
lowed by a nones of ques­ 
tions designed to intimi­ 
date, or by Innuendo, to 
embarrass the persons 
about whom the letter 
is written.

The easiest way to spot 
a "red herring" is in the 
"closer" wherein the bid­ 
der for free publicity via 
the letter to the editor rou­ 
tine always conclude-.

a magnanimous declara­ 
tion of his sanctitv as a dis­ 
interested party motivated 
solely by an overpowering 
dosirr to he of service to 
the good of the commu­ 
nity.

It is a cheap trick not 
usually employed by hon­ 
orable persons and not 
normally deserving of di£- 
nification by retort.

However, sincr the scur­ 
rilous attack printed by 
your newspaper and signed 
by Torrance Citv Planning 
Commissioner Mrs. B. Shel- 
bourn could possibly have 
some effect upon my livr- 
lihood. I feel bound and 
determined to answer. I 
will not. however, attempt 
to answer for thr public 
official about whom she 
has written He will. I am 
certain, be quite capable 
of answering Mrs Shel- 
bourn in his own w-ay

You're darn right I'm a 
free rnterpnser. Mrs Shel- 
bourn That's what this 
country is all about You 
take us free enterprisers 
and the small property 
owners and the guy with 
the lunch buckrt out of the 
picture and have the gov­ 
ernment run everything as 
you propose. Mrs. Shel- 
bourn and know what 
you've gof Ask any Czech 
and he'll trll you.

Among my clients is the 
H.K.K. Company which is 
wholly owned by a father 
and son. Hen K Kazanan 
Sr. and Ben K. Kazarian 
Jr. and their families. 
They are honorable people. 
Mrs Sholbourne. and not 
deserving of your petty po­ 
litical maneuvering They 
survived years of persecu­ 
tion by the Turks and I am 
sure they will survive your 
tempest in a teacup

The elder Kazarian was 
hauling rubbish in Pasa­ 
dena via horse and wagon 
in 192.1 after emigrating 
from Armenia because the 
government confiscated all 
of his parents' worldly 
goods I don't know what 
you have against Armeni­ 
ans. Mrs. Shclbournc. hut 
II R No 25 which you be­ 
grudge the elder Kazarian 
is a tribute to a man neat- 
ing seventy years of age 
who made a success in this 
country against almost in­ 
surmountable odds.

Solid Waste Disposal Prob­ 
lems is a child of thr 
Water Districts and Water 
Replenishment Districts, 
and its sole avowed pur­ 
pose is to prevent pollu­ 
tion of our invaluable un­ 
derground water supplies 

It is comprised of more 
than 35 public officials 
Mr Kazarian Jr and I are 
the only two private en- 
t e r p r i s e repcsentatives. 
Ix-ts face it. Ms Shel- 
bourn, we are outvoted.

In closing. Mrs Shel­ 
bourn. the office which 
you hold in the Citv of 
Torrance is not political 
nor is it legislative.
